Debs, in the last two weeks 
of his red-special campaign, was a pitiable spec- 
tacle. His face wag wan and lined, his body 
was skeletonized and his voice was a hoarse rat- 
tle. He spent his time between his bed and the 
platform. Calling upon him for a speech was 
sheer cruelty.’ Bryan alone, with his strong, 
trained body and his practiced voice was able to 
endure the strain, but at times he exhibited signs 
of exhaustion. 

In the senatorial contest in this State Gov, 
Folk and Senator Stone traveled through every 
county in the State. The Governor made over 
800 speeches and the Senator not less than 250. 

gns everywhere. were marked by similar 
Wearing labors. But, of course, none compares 
in the distance covered, by train and automobile, 
to the presidential campaign. 

No presidential candidate can compete in the 
travel campaign without a powerful physique 
and a strong voice, trained to endure excessive 
use. Neither is a necessary qualification for the 
presidency, yet the lack of either is a great dis- 
edvantege. Phe theory of the traveling cam- 
paign is that it brings the eandidate inte 
coptact with the people; it enables the people to 
see him and by personal view judge what man- 
ner of man he is. But as a matter of fact, this 
personal view and contact is possible, with con- 
stant trayel and incessant speechmaking, to only 
a small percentage of the people. The theory 
fails in practice. 

The truth ts, the campaign tours of presi- 
dential candidates are rapidly degenerating to the 
plane of the cireus. The cofiditidns render ft 
impossible for most of the speeches to be more 
than mere greetings and collections of disjointed 
remarks. The people gather merely to see the 
candidate, to satisfy idle curiosity. He is pulled 
out of bed, torn from his meals and compelled 
to show himself sometimes half-shaved and half- 
dressed to meet the demands of mere curiosity. 
Thousands line the streets to see him pass and 
thousands more merely look in — ere 
a glance and a handshake. 

The country is too big, the population too 
great, to accomplish comprehensive and effective 
results by campaigning of this kind. Moreover, 
other means of reaching the minds of the people 
are so varied and perfect that traveling through 
the country for the purpose is by comparison 
crude and obsolete. Every voter ean be reached 
by newspapers, periodicals, circulars: The 
speeches; interviews, stateméiits published Mm the 
fewspapers atid periodicals reach ali the voters 
and are far more effective for widespread effect 
than spoken addresses. If candidates had to de- 
pend upon actual speeches alone to place their 
arguments before the 85,000,000 people in the 
couhtry their campaigns would be dismal fail- 
ures. The real decisive debate is conducted 
through the press. The political parade has be- 
come obsolete. Few were tried this year, and 
those: few were perfunctory and iféffective. The 
people have advanced beyond the old methods, 

and arfive at political conclusions from reading 
the titterances of candidates and of their advo- 
cates, in the quiet of their homes and of the pub- 
lic libraries. 
A few carefully prepared addresses, delivered 
on proper occasions and under sensible eondi- 
tions, supplemented with written arguments, al} 
distributed in every part of the country through 
thé agenciés of the press, would effectively reach 
the people. Halftones in the newspapers and 
periodicals introduce the candidates in every 
Gonceivable pose to the voters. Graphophones 
enable the public to hear their leaders’ voices. 

With @ sane c@mpaign, conducted by means of 
the press the results would more readily reflect 
the sober thought of the people; candidates would 
céase to be traveling shows and endurance would 
no longer be a test of fitness for a presidential 


nomination. We Would te spared the spéctacle 


of husky-voiced, broken-down statesmen, under 


}the care of physicians, being pushed through 


mobs, rushed over railways and roadways and 
from platform to platform. Candidates would 
cease to be traveling circuses and sideshows for 
country fairs. Fifty per cent would be added 
to the digtity and deliberation of campaigns, and 


450 per cent deducted from the risk to thé Iives, 


limbs and health of candidates.

ANXIOUS FOR A SWIM 





Executive in Fine Fettle at 
Finish, but Warriors Felt

WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—President 
Roosevelt had a “corking good time” 
today. By the same sign 60 more or 
less brave officers of the army are 
glad that tomorrow is Sunday. It will 
truly be a day of rest for them. They 
will need it. 


The corking good time consisted of 
wading through Rock Creek many times 
and then expressing sorrow that that 
stream is not deep enough for swim- 
ming. 

Led by the President, Secretary ‘‘Jim- 
my” Garfield, Assistant Secretary Rob- 
ert Bacon and Major-General J. Frank- 
lin Bell, chief of the general staff, the 
army officers, some members of the 
general staff and the rest students at 
the War College, went on a hike through 
the Rock Creek Park. The party as- 
sembled at Boulder Bridge and the 
President told them he was glad to see 
sO many of them out to do what they 
could to keep in condition. Then he 
dblunged into the cool waters of the 
creek. 

“All in,”” shouted the Commander-in- 
Chief of the Army. And “all in” it 
was for the whole bunch. Generals W. 
D. Duvall, W. P. Hall and W. Wother- 
spoon and Colonels, Majors and Cap- 
tains, each according to his rank, follow- 
ing the fearless leader. 

Followers Dodge Rock. 

‘Then up over a steep shoulder of rock 
led ‘Roosevelt. Some of the officers 
scught an easier path than that chosen 
by the Commander-in-Chief. They knew 
it was “theirs not to question why— 
theirs but to do or die,” but if they 
could make the crossing of the rock 
easier by going around it, it was all 
right, provided, of course, the eye of the 
Commander-in-Chief did not fall upon 
them while they weré taking an easy 
cut. There were so many that some of 
them were able to take it. 

Half a dozen times the route chosen 
by the Commander-in-Chief took the 
luckless band through the cool waters 
of the creek. But not one man fell out 
of line. Falling in was the correct form 
for making the trip across the rocky 
bed of the creek. 

For two and a half mortal hours, 
Roosevelt, Bell, Garfield and Bacon kept 
up the pace. Between eight and nine 
miles were covered before the squad was 
brought to attention at the Connecticut 
avenue bridge and permitted to take 
three long breaths. There the President 

“fed them on their feat. 
“I'm only sorry the water was so low. 
We really ought to have had a chance 
to swim.” 

The hike is the result of a speech 
made at the Army War College by Gen. 
Bell yesterday. He is a graduate of 
the Muldoon School and a believer in 
the “desk warriors’’ keeping them- 
selves in condition to take the field at 
any. time. 


Just a Little “Stroll” 
The President took the cue and in- 


vited the officers attending the war 
college and those of the general staff 
to accompany him for a ‘‘stroll’ in 
Rock Creek Park. They gladly accept- 
ed, for among them are many who 
never before had an opportunity to get 
near the Commander-in-Chief. The wise 
ones hunted up their old clothes. Oth- 
ers came in spick and span array with 
‘polished shoes.

WANTED TO KEEP PEACE 





Says He Once Saved Peter 
Hains From Shooting Mur- 
dered Man On Sight. 





NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Thornton Jen- 
kins Hains, in his cell in the Queen's 
County Jail today made a statement 
in which he gave additional details of 
the circumstances immediately preced- 
ing and leading up to the murder of 
William E. Annis by Capt. Peter C. 
Hains Jr. at Bayside, L. I. 

Thornton Hains was present at the 
time of the shooting and is charged 
with having assisted his brother in the 
commission of the crime by holding off 
at the point of a revolver, members of 
the Bayside Yacht Club, who had at- 
tempted to go to the assistance of An- 
nis. Both brothers are under indict- 
ment for Be in the first degree. 

“There have been so many conflicting 
statements concerniag Peter and my- 
self,”” said Thornton Hains, “that I 
must tell my story to set us right 
in the eyes of the world. I am not a 
desperado and neither is Peter. 

“On the day of the shooting I imagined 
Annis to be in Mount Vernon. Neither 
Peter nor I had any idea that we would 
run across him at Bayside. Ever since 
the terrible night when my brother's 
wife admitted her wrongdoing with An- 
nis I had been Peter’s constant com- 
panion. 

“Gen. Hains feared that Peter would 
kill himself and so he gave him over 
into my keeping. I took him with me 
to live, and in order to take his mind 
off his troubles, I took him out with me 
whole days at a time, cruising in a lit- 
tle motor boat I had.’’ ; 

Thornton Hains then told of: hig.plan. 


‘t9 buy a site along the water some- 


where and this led him to Bayside. 

“They have made much of the fact 
that we went armed,’ he continued. ‘‘As 
far as Peter is concerned, I did not know 
he had a pistol with him. It was not un- 
til after he had used it on Annis that I 
realized the situation. 

“As for me, the pistol I had with me is 
the same I carried for 14 years. 

Did Not Ask for Annis, 

“They have also said that when we 
arrived at the yacht club our first move 
was to ask where Annis was. There was 
never anything said further from the 
truth. We had not been on the ground 
long, however, before the name of Annis 
came to our ears. I immediately began 
to urge Peter to come away. He could 
not be persuaded, however, and after a 
while I gave up trying. 

“It was so unexpected and it all hap- 
pened so quickly that I was powerless 
to interfere. As soon as Annis came up 
to the sloat Peter opened fire. It was 
over in a second. A dozen men made 
&@ rush for him and I saw the big 
Swede boatman grab him by the throat 
and swing his fist to strike him. It was 
then I pulled my gun, 

“I certainly had no feelings of affec- 
tion or regard for Annis, but I had 
saved him from being shot by Peter once 
before and I would have done so again 
if I had had the chance. 

“The night that Peter's wife made the 
written acknowledgment of his miscon- 
duct with Annis, she asked that I get 
word to Annis of what happened. Annis 
was expected at the fort next day and 
she wished to warn his to stay away. 
She wrote the letter and gave it to me 
to mail. Peter had seen her give me 
the letter, however, and guessed to 
whom it was addressed. 

. Hatas Reada Wife's Letter. 

“Before I could remonstrate with him, 


he had torn it open and read its con- 
tents. It said: 


“All is over between Peter and me. 
He knows everything. Don’t come to- 
morrow.’ 

“Peter put the letter in his pocket and 
said: ‘I want him to come. I have some- 
thing to say to him.’ From his tone I 
knew that he meant to shoot Annis on 
sight. 

“I determined that the only way to 
prevent a meeting between the two was 
to drug Peter. I went to Dr. Wilson, 
the post surgeon, and got him to give 
me a double dose of chloral. When we 
got back to the house I persuaded Peter 
to take it, keeping him in ignorance of 
what it was. 


“When Annis came the next day Peter 
was still under the influence of the 
opiate. Annis saw Peter’s wife and left

The statute gives as one of the 
grounds of divorce “that either party 
has been guilty of extreme and repeat- 
ed acts of cruelty toward the oth- 
er; and such acts of cruelty may con- 
sists as well of the infliction of mental 
suffering as of bodily violence.”’ 


Husband's Ignorance No Hindrance. 
Any action on the part of the hus- 


band which is alleged by the wife to 
have caused her mental suffering may 
win for her a divorce. The husband 
may not have known that he hurt her 
feelings. In many cases tn which wom- 
en have won their fights for legal sep- 
aration here on that ground the. hns- 
band learned at the trial for the first 
time that his actions had disturbed his 
wife's mental serenity. 

One defandant was darprised: when 
he heard his wife testify that at times 
he neglected to kiss her goodby when 
he left home in the morning, and that 
this. lack of demonstrative’. affection 
caused her such mental worry. that 
she no longer could live happily with 
him. 

This!was one of the prinéina. ‘allega- 
tions on which she obtained her decree. 
Paychics Ou Issue; 

Another woman who won her suit 
testified that though her husband had 
never said an unkind word ta ber in the 
five years of their married’ +tife, and 
they had never had a serious quarrel. 
she had a queer psychic fecling that his 
“mental attitude’ toward her was not 
friendly. The effect upon her, she sald. 
was much the game as ‘that which 
would be produced by the mental hos- 
tility which Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy, 
founder of Christian Sclence, calls ‘‘ma- 

licious animal magnetism.” 
In one of these cases the Judge, in his 
decision, said: 
“Extreme cruelty may be as effectual- 
ly eaused by conduct which preduces 
mental suffering as by blows inflicted; 
and to many persons the burden of the 
mental suffering wiil be Much harder 
to bear than the burden of any ordinary 
physical suffering.”’ 
Women who have failed to obtain di- 
vorces tn the Missouri courts, where 
even @ slap in the face is not consid- 
ered sufficient grounds for an allega- 
tion of cruelty, have come to Colorado 
and obtained decrees on petitions 
which were not as strong as those orig- 
inally filed tn Missouri. 

Threat to Slap Enough. 
In most cases the mere allegation that 
the husband threatened to slap his 
wife and thereby caused her great men- 
tal suffering would be sufficient basis 
for the granting of a divorce. 
Lawyers who have studfed the Colo- 
rado statutes say that about 99 per 
cent of the ordinary happenings of mar- 
ried life will under the law of this State

Sheriff's Prowess at Oars 
Lands Man Against Whom 
He Had $5000 Judgment. 


ARREST IN MID-STREAM 
Pursued Pulls Knife, but Sher- 
iff Takes Him Safély 
to Shore. 





Overtaking in the middle of the Mis- 
sissippi a man against whom he held 
an unsatisfied judgment for damages 
and overcoming his violent resistance, 
Sneriff Fulkerson of Calhoun County, 
Ill., took the man, Henry H. Grove, to 
the Illinois shore at Batchtown, and 
thence to the County Jail at Hardin, 
yesterday afternoon. 

With Grove in the boat when it was 
stopped in midstream were Mrs. Mary 
Taylor of Elsberry, Mo., formerly his 
business partner in Batchtown, and a 
man who said he was Grove’s brother. 
Martin Coughlin, owner .of the boat, 
who earns a ferryman’s fee now and 
then because there is no bridge at 
Batchtown, was at the oars when the 
Sheriff's boat drew near. 

“Halt, ferryman!” shouted the 
Sheriff, and Coughlin rested on his 
oars. 

Brothers Show Fight. 

“Give me those oars,” exclaimed 
Henry Grove, and he seized one, 
white his brother took the other. But 
Sheriff Fulkerson, with a lighter boat. 
made,much better time than the two, 
and soon was at the stern of their 
boat, where he grasped a rope which 
trailed behind their craft. 

Grove reached*toward the Sheriff 
with a knife and made a motion 
which the Sheriff feared was directed 
at his hand. Fulkerson drew his 
hand back, jerking his boat against 
the other with a bump, just as the 
knife nearly cut the rope in two.

Assessed $5000 for Slander. 

Shea, Fideler & Co., competitors of 
the White store, filed suit against Grove 
in‘ the Circuit Court at Hardin Sept. 2. 
charging that he had slandered them 
and tried to injure their credit. Théy 
got a judgment for $5000, ome-fourth the 
amount sued for, but found that Grove 
had disposed of his interests and that 
there was nothing tangible to levy on. 

They obtained a capias, and when 
they heard, yesterday afternoon, that 
Grove was in Batchtown, they notified 
the Sheriff, who happened to be in 
town. The Sheriff got to the bank 
just in time to see Grove well out in 
the stream, and to jump in a boat and 
follow him. 

After being placed in Jail at Hardin, 
Grove applied for release under the in- 
solvency act. His application prob- 
ably will be taken up tomorrow.

Aveald Substitutions, 

The New York Court ef Appeals, the 
highest court of the State, 
upheld the decision of the lower courts, 
convicting John H. Blake, druggist, of 
selling bogus Poland Water. Mr. Blake 
was manager of Wilson’s pharmacy, at 
Broadway and Wall street, New York 
City. The sentence imposed was three 
months in the Penitentiary, which Blake 
began to serve Oct. 29. 

This is believed to be the most severe 
punishment ever imposed by a court, 
either in this country or Eurepe, for an 
offense of this nature. 

The complainants in this case agairst 
Blake were Hiram Ricker & Sons, the 
proprietors of Poland Spring. Believing 
that the common good demanded that an 
example should be made, they have per- 
severed in this difficult prosecution. 

From May, 1902, this case has deen bit- 
terly fought in the courts, at a great 
cost in money and time. The taking of 
testimony before Magistrate Mayo occu- 
pled nearly two years, and covered over 
2000 pages, or abeut half a million words. 

This is the end of this remarkable 
case, which cannet fail te be a severe 
warning to all persons engaged in any 
substitution.

BERLIN, Nov. 7.—Aerial navigation, 
personally conducted by Count Zeppelin, 
is growing in popularity with royalty. 
The Kaiser has announced his intention 
of taking a voyage through the upper 
air in the big dirigible airship, Zeppe- 
lin I, at an early date, following the 
successful trip of the Crown Prince 
Wilhelm. His Majesty has become wen- 
derfully enthusiastic over the sport of 
sky sailing. 

During the aé@rial journey of his son 
today, the Kaiser kept pace with the 
airship in a train, following it closely, 

The airship was gliding through the 
air almost 1000 feet from the earth at 
times, now and then descending closer 
to the ground and again soaring up- 
ward, following the course of the rail- 
road. 

Kaiser Waves at Prince, 

At times the ship was close enough 
to the train for the Kaiser and the 
Criwn Prince to recognize one another, 
and when this occurred they -waved 
their handkerchiefs in greeting. 

There were 12 other passengers in the 
airship with the Prince, and Count Zep- 
pelin managed the enormous aerial 
craft himself. 

The trip was attended with perfect 
success, and the Urown Prince ex- 
pressed himself as delighted with the 
experience. 

Prince Henry of Prussia was the first 
person of royal blood to trust himself 
in an airship. He recently made an as- 
cension with Count Zeppelin. Now the 
Kaiser says he would like to enjoy the 
same experience, and it is believed he 
will do so in the near future.

BATTLESHIP. EVER BUILT 


Collinwood Is of Same Type as 


Dreadnaught, but More 


Formidable. 


DAVENPORT, England, Nov. 7.—The 
Collingwood, the most powerful of all 
British battleships and the sixth ves- 
sel of the Dreadnaught class to be 
placed in the water, was launched this 
afternoon. 

Mrs. Asquith, who was accompanied 
by her husband, the Prime Minister, 
gave the signal which set the launching 
machinery in motion, and christened the 
vessel. 

While this new battleship is of the 
same type as the Dreadnaught and has 
the same number of heavy guns, the 
same radius of section and the same 
speed, her big guns have a greater cali- 
ber, and the guns for defense against 
torpedoes have a higher muzzle energy 
and velocity. 

The Collingwood was laid down in 
February, and the Admiralty expects to 
place her in commission early in -1910.

NEW YORK, Nov. 7.—Dartmouth 
met and mingled with Princeton in a 
football contest at the Polo Grounds 
this afternoon, that ended in a score 
of Dartmouth 10, Princeton 6. The 
game was one of individual brilliancy 
on the part of the victors, and of in- 
vidual sluggishness on Princeton’s 
side. It was new football against the 
old, and the new triumphed. 

Dartmouth made use of forward 
passes and on-sid= kicks, but the 
Tiger team depende almost entirely 
cn old-fashioned line bucking. .Now 
and then the black and orange es- 
sayed some kind of qa trick play, but 
it was invariably nipped in the bud 
by the wearers of the green and 
white, and they were forced to return 
to their line-smashing and finally to 
punting when they could not gain 
any other way. And let it be recorded 
right here that Princeton kicked of- 
ten, ag the fact that the Dart- 
mouth a ways oukicked her betters. 

It was a beautifully executed for- 
ward pass, almost -directly under 
Princeton’s goal post, that won the 
game.

In 1898 the score 
was 22 to § in favor of Yale. 

This afternoon Brown played all 
around Yale, and on the merits of the 
play should have won. The Yale 
team played without life, while 
Brown was full of sna and vigor. 
Mayhew, Dennie and McKay were the 
individual stars for Brown, but the 
team played together as one man and 
at the end the 10,000 spectators 
cheered the plucky team. In the end 
Brown demanded the pigskin for hav- 
ing held Yale to a tie.

if by magic and fallen largely to the 
captains of industry, greatly to their 
own surprise. Multimillionaires, a 
new genius, have appeared, laden 
with fortunes of such magnitude as 
the past knew nothing of. 


doe BS extremes in the distribu- 


tion of wealth have never 

been so great as they are 
today, although salaries and wages 
have never been so high. 

“Those whose incomes are only 
sufficient to meet physical wants 
should not be subject to taxation at 
all. 

“It is only possible to really help 
those who co-operate with the help- 
er. 

“I searcely know a family inti- 
mately of which one or more mem- 
bers are not earnestly engaged 
spending their time and means in 
doing good, thus giving not only 
their wealth, but themselves to make 
brighter the lives of the less tortu- 
nate. 

“The test of thrift most clearly 
separates the well-behaved, respect- 
ed and useful from the unsatisfac- 
tory members of society.’’ 








In Britain the workman pays not only 
upon sugar, but also upon imported to- 
bacco, tea and coffee. The American 
excise tax upon tobacco is only 6 cents 
per pound, as compared with 75 cents in 
Britain.’’ 

Mr. Carnegie declares unequivocally 
that those whose incomes are only suf- 
ficient to meet physical wants should 
not be subjected to taxation at all. He 
lays stress on the theory that liquor 
or tobacco, as far as the laboring man 
is concerned, cannot be considered as 
needs, and adds: 

“The dire consequences resulting from 
the use of liquor would justify much 
higher taxation upon it in the interest 
of the workers themselves. 


Should Avoid Liquor. 


“When one asks himself what would 
most benefit the worker, there is nv 
hesitation in the reply—to avoid liquor 
and gambling. The workingman who 
indulges in either is, to the extent he 
does so, the architect of his own pov- 
erty.”’ 

Mr. Carnegie’s pen touches the upward 
march of labor, and he says: 

“There is ro phase of human exist- 
ence upon which we look today which 
does not show encouraging improve- 
men over the last. This progress made, 
in obedience to the very nature of man, 
created to ascend, in intelligence, tastes 
and conduct, has made all the differ- 
ence between the savage and the civ- 
ilized being. 

“Let us never forget that under pres- 
ent conditions the world has grown and 
is growing better, ari we steadily ap- 
proach nearer the ideal.

Mr. Carnegie does not believe that 
the Socialistic system. harmonizes with 
our present home and family relations. 
He says that it attacks or belittles one 
}of the virtues which, as we believe, 
lie at the root of the progress of our 
race, that of thrift. He says that most 
men and women are born to peverty, 
and speculates on the few who are pro- 
vided for and free to spend their lives 
at ease. Mr. Carnegie continues: . 

“Thrift cannot conimend itself to the 
true Socialist, who forbids priva‘e capi- 
tal, but the story of tne talent hid in 
the ground fmMmeulcates the duty of man 
not only to guard ais capital. but to 
increase it, and we a:e told that ‘He 
that provides not for those of his own 
house hath denied truth and is worse 
than an infidel.’ 


Classes of Workers, 


“Apply to the masses oz: men any 
of the tests that inuicaie suceese or fail- 
ure in life, progress or stagnation val- 
uable or worthless citizensnip, a:.J none 
will more clearly than that of thrift 
Separate the wall-behaved, respected 
and useful from tiie unsatisfactory 
members of society. 

Dealing with the question “tndividual- 
ism against sociaiism,° Mr. Carnegie 
ebserves: 

“There is much that evolutionary so- 
Cialists advocate and claim to be social- 
istic which we progressives nave long 
welcomed. The muinicipalization of cer- 
tain public utilities is undoubtedly a 
step in the right direction ”’ 

In his treatise of ‘Variety 
Uniformity,’ the author ssys: 

“Seldom if ever ty the pa:ace or stately 
home of wealth comes th2 messenger 
ef the gods to call men to such honor 
as follows supreme service ta tre race. 
Rank has no place. Wealth robs ,ife of 
the heroic element, the sublime conse- 
cration, the self-sacrifice vf ease, need- 
ed for the steady development o*% our 
powers and the performunce of the 
highest service. Let workmen note how 
many of the exceptiona's indicated in 
the preceding pages, who have carried 
the race forward were werkers with 
their hands: Shakspeare, Morton, Jen- 
ner, Neilson, Lincoln. Burns, Guten- 
burg, Edison, Sie:nens, Bessemer, 
Mushet, Columbus, Watt, Meli, Ark- 
wright, Franklin, Kay, Murdoch, Har- 
graves, Stephenson, Symington. 

“All these began as manual workers. 
There is not one rich nor titled leader in 
the whole list. Most of them, however, 
but not all, in due time abandoned labor 
of the hands, a salutary development, 
and one which every workingman should 
aspire to.

Labor of the Mind. 


“Honorable and necessary as manual 
labor is, let us gladly greet productive 
labor of the mind as of a high order, as 
the spirit is above the flesh, although 
it must.never be forgotten that in the 
skilled labor of Gur day a union « 
both brain and muscle is imperatively 
needed. 


“In our. day it is very far from true 
that labor creates all wealth and still 
further from the truth that labor fixes 
values, but it is very close to the truth 
that so far the young man reared in 
poverty, who must work that he may 
eat, has developed the qualities upon 
the exercise of which the progress of 
our race depends. 


“Little has been contributed in the 
past by either the rich or the titled to 
the world’s advancement and little can 
be expected in the future.” 


Mr. Carnegie is exceedingly optimistic 
as to prospective conditions.

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IN COUNCIL 0h 
UTILITIES BIL 
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Prospect for Prompt Passage 
of Public Service 
Measure. 





Ten votes are assured for the public 
service bill now pending in the City 
Council when the measure is put on its 
passage either next Friday or a week 
from that day. In addition to this sup- 
port, Councilman Lambert may favor 
the bill at the last moment, although he 
refuses to say that he will. 

The three councilmen-elect—Charles A. 
Stix, Lambert E. Walther and E. V. P. 
Schneiderhahn—are already pledged to 
a public service commission. It is an- 
nounced in their behalf that they will 
give their votes to. the measure which 
their Republican colleague, Councilman 
Cramer, has championed in the Council. 

Councilmen Fitzsimmons, Moellman, 
Hauschulte, Thomson, Ewing and 
President Forman of the present mem- 
bership of the Council have declared 
themselves ready to vote for Cramer’s 
bill, although some of them prefer a 
commission appointed by the Mayor. 
Councilmen Crunden and Norvell state 
emphatically that they will oppose a 
commission chosen in any other way. 

Committed to Bill, — 


The votes of the councilmen definitely 
committed to the pending bill are those 
of Fitzsimmonsg~g Hauschulte and Ew- 
ing, Democrats, and President Forman, 
Moellman, Thomson, Cramer, Stix, Wal- 
ther and Schneiderhahn, Republicans, 
The bill requires but nine votes. 

Cramer’s bill is practically’ the same 
in its provisions as that which was 
passed in August and failed of the May- 
or’s approval for want of a two-thirds 
vote. The chief point of difference be- 
tween the measures is that Cramer’s 
contemplates no salary for the commis- 
sioners. 

Five commissioners are to constitute 
the board. Three of them will be select- 
ed by the Council and two by the House 
of Delegates. They are to qu@ify as 
under oath of office, 
and are to serve two and four years. 
The commission’s proceedings and rec- 
ords are to be open and their duties 
simply those of investigation and recom- 
mendation. An appropriation of $15,000 
for the commission’s expenses is in- 
cluded in the bill. 

Mayor Wells will sign Cramer’s bill if 
it reaches him. He has given Demo- 
cratic members of the Council to under- 
stand that he will put no obstacle in 
the way of regulation of public utili- 
ties. 


Attitude of House. 


With the prospect of the bill’s prompt 
progress through the Council, now that 
enough votes are certain, there is heard 
again gossip as to the attitude of the 
House of Delegates. — 

At the City Hall there is an air of 
doubt as to the House’s concurrence in 
the plan of regulation. It is the belief 
that the delegates consented to pass the 
former measure only because they hoped 
and thought it would be defeated in the 
Council or vetoed by the Mayor. . 

No such idea can be entertained now. 
Opposition, if it manifests itself in the 
House, will have to be open. There can 
be no pretense of friendliness to veil 
hostility. The bill will have to be passed 
or killed—and acquiescence appears to 
be the easier choice. 

There is only this consideration to 
justify the suspicions of the House’s 
intention to prevent a public service 
commission—it is near the end of the 
session, and history proves that the Del- 
egates are always more hungry, reckless 
and desperate as their terms approach 
expiration. 


Terms Nearing End. 


Many of the delegates will leave the 
House next April to return no more. 
The period of sunshine between now and 
April may be improved by some of the 
most industrious haymakers. The utili- 
ties bill looks like an opportunity for 
that element.

Texas Orders 24,000 Freight Cars. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 7.—From the 
lumber regions of East Texas comes the 
announcement that seven lumber mills 
which have been shut down since last 
May will resume operations between the 
middie of this and the first of next 
month, giving employment to about 140) 
men, 

Four other mills which have been 
running on half and three-quarter time, 
will be put on ful] time and increase 
their force about 250 men. , 

The mills report that orders aggre- 
gating 340,000,000 feet of lumber, held up 
for two months pending the result of 
the election, are now coming in. 

The most favorable signs of time is 
the reopening of the railroad shops in 
Texas on ful] time.

Leopold’s Eccentric Daughter 
Has Retired to Prus- 
sian Town.

AIX-LA-CHAPELLE, Prussia, 
26.—Princess Louise of Belgium (former- 
ly of Coburg) detests her first cousin, 
Ferdinand, who lately proclaimed him- 
self Czar of the Bulgars. 

After a dozen years of boisterous life, 
during which she caused sundry scan- 
dals and other sensations in European 
courts, she has come here for peace and 
quiet. Only 33 years old, she became 
prematurely aged under the weight of 
such troubles as few are called upon to 
bear. But since she came here, nol 
very long ago, she has recovered much 
of her beauty, looks younger and wears 
a cheerful expression. 

Her story is familiar. Every reader 
of a newspaper may remember that 
when barely 17 she married Prince Phil- 
ip of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, who was l4 
years her senior. He treated her shame- 
fully and after some years she _ ap- 
pealed to her father, the King of the 
Belgians; but in vain. When the Prince 
beat her savagely she flew to the pro- 
tection of a Hungarian Lieutenant 
named Mattachich. Prince Philip was 
powerful in Vienna, where they lived. 

Six Years in Captivity. 

He had Mattachich arrested on. a 
trumped-up charge (after being wound- 
divorced Louise 
and eaused her to be put in a mad- 
house. Mattachich soon got free, but 
Princess Louise was kept in ‘“‘captiv- 
ily,”” as: she terms it, six years, Finally 
Mattachich rescued her and the two 
went to Paris. 

There she wrote her ‘‘memoirs.’’ In 
them she gives a circumstantial ac- 
count of how Ferdinand, now a self- 
styled Czar, made overtures to her while 
she was under the protection of Mat- 
tachich. Ferdinand, a younger brother 
of her former husband, Prince Philip, 


wrote to her to come and stay with 


him at Sofia, the capital of Bulgaria. 
His letters were overaffectionate, the 
memoirs record, and left no doubt of his 
motives or, at any rate, his prelended 
motives. 

Princess Louise answered that she 
could go to Sofia only on the under- 
standing that Mattachich accompanied 
her. Ferdinand replied, dissuading her 
from bringing Mattachich. In her an- 
swer she said she could not go without 
Matlachich even if she wished. Thin*<- 
ing that she wished to get rid of Mat- 
tachich, Ferdinand had word conveyed 
to her to bring him along, hinting that 
he would soon get him disposed of. The 
visit was not paid. 

Accepts Father’s Conditions. 

It is explained in behalf of Ferdinand 
that his object really was lo get hold 
of Princess Louise and place her under 
restraint again to please her father and 
the Emperor-King of Austria-Hungary 
and the royal circle generally, who 
thought their caste was being disgraced 
by her carryings-on. 

Princess Louise has become extreme- 

ly popular in this little town, where 
her mother, Queen. Marie Henriette, 
often stopped and was much liked. 
The villa which the Princess occupies 
was built by a young Russian student 
for a woman he loved. Recently it was 
bought by King Leopold, who offered 
it to Princess Louise, the oldest of his 
three daughters, on certain conditions. 
Chief of these was thal she should con- 
sent to be guided in so far as her house- 
hold expenditure was concerned by her 
parent rather than by her former en- 
tourage, in whom King Leopold has 
more than once expressed lack of con- 
fidence in no measured terms, 
The villa is furnished richly, but in 
good taste. In the principal drawing 
room hang oil paintings of Leopold I, 
Queen Marie Henriette and other mem- 
bers of the Belgian royal family.

H. Clay Pierce, chairman of the Board 
of Directors of the Waters-Pierce Oil 
Co., a subsidiary corporation of the 
Standard Oil Co., departed from St.

Comparatively quiet trading charac- 
terized the week in realty circles, the 
excitement incident to the election dis- 
tracting the interest of investors.

A great winter wheat belt of 
which St. Louis is the center, 
farmers are wondering just what ef- 
fect the drought of the past summer 
and early fall is going to have on 
the production of that cereal next 
spring. Because of the long drought 
the acreage is certain to be less than 
in ordinary years. 

But a more potent cause of worry, 
because it is a matter for the future 
to decide, is the question of what the 
results will be from the wheat that 
is planted. So dry and hard was the 
zx ound during the “plowing season” 
‘hat in many places the farmers could 
do nothing with it, and where they 
did attempt to plow the result was 
the throwing up of enormous clods 
and an utter failure to get the ground 
into anything like satisfactory condi- 
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tion. 

Not in many years have the central 
and southwestern states experienced 
a drought of the extent and severity 
of this one. Nor has it been con- 
fined to/the wheat belt. On the other 
hand, it has, as a matter of fact, ex- 
tended from the Atlantic coast to the 
Rocky Mountains and north to the 
great lakes. 


NO RAIN FOR MONTHS. 


But St. Louls and vicinity have ap- 
parently borne the greatest burden 
of it. Beginning in some sections as 
early as May, fm other parts of the 
country rain Was reasonably plenti- 
ful up until the latter part of July. 

In St. Louls proper only three 
rains fell for a period of more than 
four months, and these not of suffi- 
cient importance to really constitute 
a relief. In the western part of Mis- 
souri and in most of Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, Texas anu other states 
of the South and Bast the year be- 
gan wits heavy rains. Floods of ex- 
traordinary severity did great dam- 
age in the early spring, but apparent- 
ly a ie ply of water fell at 
once, for as the summer progressed 
the face of the land began to bake, 
the roads to fill with dust and the 
field and meadow crops to shrivel. ~ 

As the drought became more severe, 
conditions of a remarkable sort be- 
pn to manifest themselves on every 

nd. The Mississippi River, in spite 
of the vast territory it drains and 
the immense pumber of smaller 
streams that flow into it, ly 
began to reach an .unusually low 


North of St. Loulg some rain fell, 
but along principal tributaries of the 
Mississippi, such as the Missouri, the 
Arkansas and the Ohio, the drought 
seemed almost complete. As a result 
the Father of Waters touched a t 
at New Orleans which was caly is 
inches above the low water mark of 
30 years. So low did it become, in 
fact, that the gulf water barked un 
into-it to an astonishirg diziance. 

Salt water fish were euught off the 
piers at Crescent City, 100 miles from 


the gulf. From its usual muddy brown 
the water of the Mississippi turned 
to the deep blue of the gulf. 

Inhabitants of various towns and 
cities along the stream began to 
grow concerned about their water 
supply. Alton, [l., saw the river go 
down until the intake pipe supplying 
the city was only a short distance 
below the surface and made prepara- 
tions to extend the pipe and seek a 
deeper level with it, should the drouth 
continue. 

Alton, in the meantime, had been 
impressed with the severity. of the 
drought through another source than 


‘the river and the fact that no water 


fell in the town itself. Inland towns 

in Illinois contiguous to that city be- 

gan sending in for water. At first the 

demand was not very great, but as 

ne days went by without any rain it 
creased. 


SHIPPING WATER BY. TRAIN. 


The coal fields of Southern Illinois 
had their last rain in May. By the 
latter part of October a train of sev- 
eral cars each-day was being sent out 
of Alton loaded with water to be de- 
livered at various points along the 
Chicago & Alton Railroad. : 

Large steel coal cars were used for 
conveying the water, the cars being 
backed onto the siding at Alton and 
water run into them by a hose. As 
each car holds 15,000 gallons, the 
quantity sent out each day was by no 
means inconsiderable. It was pur- 
chased from the Alton Water Co. by 
the drought-stricken interior towns, 
who were obliged also to pay the 
freight on the precious liquid. 

In another section of Illinois, along 
the C. @ B. I. Railway, the inhab- 
tants were adopting other methods 
of relieving their thirst and that of 
their animals and securing water to 
make steam and operate their coa)- 
washing machinery. The C. @ E. I. 
maintains water tanks along its route 
and the coal-mining residents living

near that road soon began to take 
advantage of the fact. 

Water from the tanks. kept more 
than one mine from closing down 
until long after it otherwise would 


have been obliged to do so. Many of 
those too far from the railroad to 
reach the water supply did close 
down at an early stage of the drought. 

The railroad company took the mat- 
ter philosophically and officials ex- 
pressed themselves as willing that 
the water should be used. as long as 
enough was left to supply the en- 
gines. “We have nothing in that 
particular section to haul except coal,” 
they said, “and when the coal mines 
close our local freight will be gone.” 

Inclined to make the best of a bad 
situation, many farmers of the South- 
west soon began to congratulate 
themselves that the bugs and similar 
pests were disappearing as the drought 
continued. This failed to be an un- 





mixed blessing, however, for an eg 

famine soon appeared on the hori- 
zon. It took but little reasoning to 
show that the scarcity of eggs was 
due to the scarcity of bugs and insects 
as food for the hens. 

On another species of bugs the. ef- 
fect was just the contrary. In St. 
Louis, just when the drought was at 
its height, millions of “lady bugs’’ be- 
gan to appear. 

Many “bugologists” readily assert- 
ed that the dry season was responsi- 
ble for them. Their value was point- 
ed out by the City Forester, who stat- 
ed that, coming in such numbers, it 
was only a matter of time until they 
would relieve all the trees of the city 
of the dreaded scale. 

For a while irrigated gardens were 
sufficient in number to offset the 
drought in the immediate vicinity of 
St. Louis, but as the days 
without rain vegetables and “garden 


truck” began to follow the example of 
eggs and mount in price. Many prod- 
ucts of the garden disappeared from 
the markets much earlier than usual 
because of the condition. 

As the Mississippi and Missouri 
rivers reached low water marks sand 


- bars and shallow places appeared and 


the ingenuity of the river pilots was 
taxed. Several boats ran aground. 

Prayers for rain were sent up over 
a wide district,of the drought-strick- 
en area. In the sections of Illinois 
most seriously affected entire com- 
munities devoted themselves to these 
intercessions for relief. Services for 
this purpose were held by both Cath- 
olic and Protestant churches. 


SAVED A SENATOR’S LIFE 
That Providence reaily does move 


in a mysterious manner to the per- 


formance of wonders was proven 
when the drought was instrumental in 


'-gaving the life of Senator William J. 


Stone. Senator Stone was on a speech- 
making tour in South Missouri. While 
driving from one town to another his 
team ran away. The Senator was 
thrown out of the buggy and lighted 
on his head in the middle of the road. 
His friends hastened to hig side, fear- 
ing the fall had resulted seriously. 
But owing to the deep dust that had 
gathered in the road the Senator re- 
ceived no greater shock than if he 
had fallen on a feather bed. 

Unusual atmospheric conditions al- 
most invariably bring the health fad- 
dist to the front with a theory of one 
sort or another. The drought was no 
exception. A theory was promulgat- 
ed in St. Louis that much sickness 
was being caused by reason of the dry 
period. 

No rain having tallen for a long 
time, the health faddists explained, 
the atmosphere had not been washed 
and was therefore full of disease 
germs. The matter was called to the 
attention of the Health Commissioner, 
but he failed to make any move to- 
wards washing the air, and, indeed, 
refused to take the mattér seriously. 


RIVER SEWER CHOKED. 


A drought result which did soon at- 
tract the serious attention of the 
health authorities of St. Louis, how- 
ever, arose from the condition of the 
River, des Peres, which flows through 
the old World’s Fair grounds and acts 
as a sewer for a large district. Not 
enough ra’: having fallen to flush 
the stream: it became choked and a 
menace t» the community health. 

Bids Were asked on a. contract to 
supply water to flush about five miles 
of the stream, a procedure which the 
Health Department estimated would 
cost the city about $10,000. 

Pleasure as well as business and 
health was interfered with. All sum- 
mer the golf players at the various 
grounds longed for rain, for the sur- 
face of the earth was so hard that 
satisfactory playing was out of the 
question. 

In St. Louis County the automobil- 
ists found the roads all but impassi- 
ble. . Dust filled the eves of the 
scorchers. 

Those states of the Southwest 
which produce cotton were materially 
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aided by the dry weather. Cotton 
stalks were stunted by the lack of 
moisture and all the strength went to 
the bolls and became cotton instead

In the cities the demand on the 
water supply was something enor- 
mous. Lawns, which ordinarily 
would prosper under the rainfall, had 
to be irrigated. Thousands of garden 
hose were turned on all night and 
some ran night and day. Dealers in 
rubber hose found an unprecedented 
demand for their goods. 

Mosquitoes, which flourish best 
when water stands around in stag- 
nant pools, disappeared entirely from 
their usual haunts, but, strange to 
say, the cities were bothered by them 


to more than an ordinary degree, at-- 


tracted, presumably, by the water on 
the lawns and gardens. 
TROUBLES OF HOUSEWIVES. 


Not in years has the housewife 
found the dust such a serious enemy. 
Screens were filled with it, furniture 
covered, curtains, carpets and hang- 
ings required constant attention. 
Feather dusters were dragged from 
their hiding places and new. supplies 
requisitioned from dealers. 

Trees and lawns also showed the 
effects of the dust. Along the road- 
sides the foliage became silvered and 
dingy. 

Passengers on the transcontinental 
trains complained that they almost 
suffocated because of the necessity of 
keeping their windows closed day and 
night, and that in spite of all precau- 
tions the dust sifted in and fairly 
covered them. From the dining car 
companies came complaints that their 
service was almost. ruined by the 
“grit” from the dry and dusty desert. 

Many persons who attempted to 
spend the summer in Arizona, New 
Mexico and West Texas, moved 
North, asserting that the dust wag so 
bad they could not open their houses 
to let in the air, nor yet could close 
them sufficiently to keep out the 
dust, 

Snakes retreated to districts where 
there was more moisture. 

Farmers, when they went to town, 
imbibed unusual quantities of whisky 
in an effort to moisten their dust- 
parched throats. 

CROWS CAUGHT CHICKENS. 

Curfous stories gained circualtion 
about crows and similar birds, which, 
unable to gain a living off of the 
crops~of the fields, began capturing 
and eating field mice and young birds, 
and even attacked and carried off 
small chickens from the barnyards. 

On the golf’ fields “lively” balls 
went out of use, being designed for 
damp, heavy grounds, and the dealers 
in the particular make used in their 
stead flourished. Thousands of dol- 
lars were spent by golf clubs in keep- 
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ing up their putting greens, which 
the ordinary amount of rain would 
have put in good shape without ex- 
pense. 

Extraordinary meterological mani- 
festations were a part of daily ex- 
perience, Mornings would open 
bright and fair only to be broken by 
queer chilling sensations in the at- 
mosphere, an electric fan being de- 
sirable one hour and a wrap or light 
coat the next.

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LONG with Georgia’s new pro- 
A hibition law has come a 
plague of rattlesnakes, Many 
persons have been bitten this fall. It 
seems destined to be a big gnake 
year. 

From Columbus comes the report 
that Miss Lily May Thorne opened 
the door of a closet to get a skirt, 
when a rattlesnake fell from its folds. 
The reptile bit the girl in the arm, 
and it was with difficulty that her life 
was saved. 

Paul Morris, 5 years old, of Mor- 
risville, Ala., close to the Georg'a 
line, was bitten three weeks ago by 
a rattlesnake, but his life was gaved. 
A few days ago he was again bitten 
by a rattler in the same field and 
may not recover. 

From Valdosta come two stories of 
rattlesnake bites. Will‘am Peters, a 
laborer near the town, was bitten, in 
a cotton field and died before whis- 
ky could be secured, Thomas Robin- 
son, also a farm laborer, was bitten, 
but his life was saved because whis:y 
was at hand. Both snakes were big. 

At Augusta, just after the flood, 
three cases Of rattlesnake b'tes, two 
of them mortal, were reported. In each 
instance the snake was killed. Frank 
Morris, white, and Will Stamps, col- 
ored, were the victims. 

From Cornelia, Ga,,.comes the story 
of May Williams’ battle with a four- 
foot rattlesnake upon which she 
stepped in a country path. The 
9-year-old girl was struck at by the 
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snake and its fangs became entangled 
in her woolen dress. She beat it with 
her bundle of schoolbooks, screant- 
ing until a negro workman ran up 
and killed the snake. The little girl 
was unhurt. 

At Daltgn, Ga., Clarence Dobson, 
aged 11, returned to his home after a 
swimming expedition with a six-foot 
rattler he had killed with a stone, 

At Dublin, Ga., Mrs. Nannie Ruston 
killed a seven-foot snake with 18 
rattles. Finding thé snake sunning 
itself in her dining room, she climbed 
a table and mashed the snake's head 
with a long-handled mop, 

Even Atlanta has furnished its 
quota of rattlers. Policeman Cooper 
had a battle with a six-footer in Man- 
gum street, where some workmen 
were tearing down an old house. He 
shot at it four times and missed and 
then used a club more successfully, 
the rattler striking at him repeatedly. 

Just off fashionable Peachtree 
street, Atlanta, a woman rolling a 
baby carriage encountered a large 
rattlesnake. crossing the sidewalk 
from a vacant lot. She left the baby 
and ran to give the alarm. Some 
small boys chased the rattler from the 
weeds and killed it with stones. - 

Even old inhabitants say they never 
heard of so many rattlesnakes as are 
reported th’s year. There has been 
no unusual number of other snakes

Because of the cunning of 
the leader, no keeper has ever got 
close enough to the pack to shoot one 
of its members, though frequent bul- 
lete have been sent after them. 

After several months of rabbits 
and squirrels as a diet the dogs felt 
tuemselves able to drag down deer. 
In a paddock in the park were six 
black-tailed deer, one of the most 
popular sights with. visitors. They 
were surrounded by a high, strong, 
wire fence. 

One night a few weeks ago. the 
dogs undermined the fence, crawled 
iato the inclosure, and, craftily si- 
lencing the excited barks which would 
have betrayed them, pursued one of 
the deer until they drove him into a 
corner.

It was not known that any of the 
deer were dead until a watchman 
went into the paddock to see how the 
herd was getting along. He could 
find but two of the animals. After 
searching all over the inclosure, he 
found the bones of the other four. 

The dogs had picked them clean. 
The keeper found the place where the 
dogs had dug a hole under the fence 
and entered. 

For several nights afterwards 
watchman with rifles were stationed 
around the inclosure, lying in am- 
bush for the dogs. But their leader 
was t90 Wary, and would not take his 
followers into the trap. Though 
they have been sighted several times 
since and shot at, they have suc- 
ceeded so far in keeping out of 
range. 

Henry Schroer, keeper at the 
“Triple A,’ sleeps on the third floor 
of the pavilion, to the second story 
of which wide steps ascend to a 
broad veranda. 

He’ was recently awakened towards 
dawn by the soft padding of man) 
feet upon the steps and veranda. 
Peering out, he says he saw at least 
twenty-five dogs prowling about the 
clubhouse. 

He could see the ferocious eyes of 
his visitors. Some sat «2 their 
haunches and glared at the ¢* lows. 
apparently desperate en 6 ; to 
break in and pillage the sto.43 f the 
clubhouse. Others paced rest.essly 
before the staircase. All were weird- 
ly silent, under the orders of their 
leader. 

A huge black fellow whom Schroer 
instantly recognized, calmly mounted 
the stairs to reconnoiter for his more 
timid followers. From door to door 
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P wet, gently trying it with his 
great muzzle. All were bolted. 

Next this dog raised himself to his 
height and his eves blazed througnp 
one window and tuen another. Ap- 
parently satisfied that no one was 
within, he retu:ned to the pack and 
persuaded them to follow him up the 
Stairs. The design, tnought Schroer. 
was to break in a window to get at 
the food within. 

Roused to the necessity for action, 
the keeper tiptoed for his shotgun. 
But, quiet 2s he was, his movement 
was heard by the little terrier. His 
tense yelp of warning was heard. In 
an instant dogs were scouring in 
every direction for cover, pursued by 
buckshot. 

Only the leader paused at the crest 
of a neighboring hill, turned to face 
his enemy, and, lifting his muzzle te 
the moon, volleyed out a deep-throat- 
ed defiance to man, from whom a 
few years of wildness nad been able 
to estrange him after centuries of 
service and friendship. 

“After that,” said Schroer. “] Was 
afraid to let my little boy leave the 
clubhouse except when the tennis 
courts were full of players. That big, 
black dog pulled down a deer and 
would make short work of a baby. 

“I have been given permission to 
carry a rifle for the wild pack. but 
have never got close enough to shoot. 
| think they burrow in the thickets 
and caves along the old course of the 
River Des Peres, somewnere near the 
southern limit of the park, but I have 
been unable to find their retreat.” 

The nightwatchman at the Bird 
Cage in the Park was recently awak- 
ened by terrified squaw.i..ng and flut- 
tering of his teathered charges. The 
herons were screaniing and the geese 
quacking angrily. 

As the watchman rushed up with 
his gun, the monkeys nearby began 
squeaking and gibbering with terror, 
and the mountain lions sprang from 
their light slumbers and added their 
roars to the din. All the dogs were 
glowering upon them from the 
thicket. 

Suddenly the hubbub was pierced 
by a single sharp yelp of a dog. The 
terrier had scented or secn the 
watchman. 
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The pairs of red coal in the bushes 
*ere instantly extinguished, and 
where he heard the leaves rustling 
the watchman fired. His bui'et 
missed its mark and the outlaws 
escaped. Since that occurrence armed 
guards have stood beside the’ Bird 
Cage every night. 
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Chief Keeper Ratcnford of Forest 
Park has frequently seen the wild 


dog pack ranging across the meadov:: 


at dawn. He has occasionally shot 
at them. He, too, has noted the 
great black dog in the lead, and the 
sentinel terrier bringing uj the rear. 

“There are regularly two black 
dogs, two hounds and the terrier in 
the pack,” says Ratchford, “but they 
are occasionally recruited by other 
dogs only half wild. They have 
played havoc with the rabbits and 
squirrels in the park, to say noth- 
ing of the deer they killed and de- 
voured. 

“We are closely watching the re- 
maining animals and birds in the 
park Zoo, none of whom, save the 
mountain lions, would be a match for 
these half-famished, ferocious dogs 
They would give a bear a hard fight, 
and might overwnelm him with num- 
bers. The buffalo and elk would 
give them more trouble than did the 
deer, but would probably be killed in 
the end. 

“If we knew where to seek the wild 
dogs,” says Ratchford, ‘““we would or- 
ganize a hunt and exterminate them. 
But 1 have reason to think that when 
they are seen they do not flee to- 
wards their burrow, for fear of be- 
traying it. They are so wary that 
few men ever get within a quarter of 
a mile of them beforgjhe terrier 
gives the alarm and they are gone 
like the wind. 

“There have been dogs in Forest 
Park for several years. [| suppose 
they have gradually grown wilder 
and wilder, untfl they have lost all 
memory of domesticity. Then there 
are a score from ‘Dog Town, who 
flit back and forth between the wild 
freedom of the pack and the less 
precarious sustenance cf the habita- 
tions of man. In the day they are 
domestic, but at night they lose the 
memories of heredity and revert to 
their racial habits of centuries ago.

The majority of men are careless 
smokers. who have scarcely an idea of 
the elementary facts about the selec- 
tion of pipes and tobacco, or the 
methods of smoking, which, if ob- 
served, would greatly increase their 
enjoyment and go far towards pre- 
venting injury to their health. 

“In seiecting a pipe, for instance, do 
not judge by the pretty look. Weigh 
the pipe and see that ‘it is not too 
heavy for your teeth. Test the bore 
and see that it draws well. Also ex- 
amine it carefully and see that the 
bow! is not plugged here and there 
with putty varnished over or has 
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flaws or cracks.” 

Many of the finest briars develop 
small holes or flaws after being 
shaped. Manufacturers fill these holes 
with putty and then color and var- 
nish. A close examination will show 
up these patches. Ivory or pure am- 
ber makes the best mouthpieces. but 
are both expensive and liable to break 
easily, especially amber. The horn 
mouthpiece for the moderate-price 
man is, therefore, the best. 

When buying tobacco do not buy 
the fruity smelling kinds. These are 
mostly doctored, and an average p'pe- 
ful lasts some ten minutes.

As 
the reform spread into the South- 
west and closed track after track, th> 
resulting loss became almost beyond 
estimate and still continues. 

Milton Young of the famous Mc- 
Grathiana Stud in Kentucky, one of 
the largest breeders in the world, is 
now about to sell his place and emi- 
Srate to the Argentine Republic to 
continue the business in that coun- 


tiy. Among the stialler breeders, 
unable to stem the tide, many farms, 
with all their stock, havé been sold at 
the auctioneer’s block. Under exist- 
ing demands the returns by such pro- 
cedure have been slight in each in- 
stance and the total Joss to breeders 
and owners enormous. 

By the closing of tracks and in the 
loss of racing “plants” other mil- 
lions have been sweptaway.

“Dig Out” and 


S the next step beyond the plas- 
A ter-jarring romp of the barn 
dance, which was all the rage 
last season, St. Loyis this winter is 
cultivating the uncouth buck and 
wing dance. In wealthy homes in the 
West End and Cabanne will be heard 
such outlandish terms as “dig out,” 
“hop change,” “double roll’ and 
“kick out,’ which describe various 
evolutions of* the hilarious darky 
steps. 

One dancing teacher declares he 
has classes of 400, who, in addition 
to learning the new dances, insist 
upon being taught the gyrations 
which have made the minstrel stage 
popular for a half-century. 

Children in particular are taking 
to this rough-and-ready dance, as it 
is declared to develop more than any 
other the muscles of the legs and 
body, and consequently grace and 
ease of carriage. But many of the 
grown-ups are enthusiastic about it 
also, and most of the new devotees 
have no ambitions for the vaudeville 
and minstrel stage. Their purpose is 
merely to take advantage of the vig- 
orous exercise which the negro dance 
affords. 


BUOYANT AND ATHLETIC 


People who have heretofore roared 
with laughter at the uncouth and ri- 
diculous contortions and paroxsyms 
of negro vaudeville artists, are now 
seriously attempting to emulate them, 
in reco@nition of the athletic agility 
and buoyancy which their gyrations 
are said inevitably to bestow. 

Dancing masters who have con- 
fined themselves heretofore to the 
sober two-step, the elegant waltz, the 
stately minuet and the artistic cotil- 
lion? have been compelled, in order to 
meet. the strange new demand, to 
master the art of imitating the rolls 
of @ snare drum with their feet, to 
fling the arms, trained to well-bred 
repose, in ‘wild circles, snapping the 
fingers explosively the while; and to 
dance with the whole body, instead of 
the body from the hips down. . 

“I expect to teach 700 persons the 
buck and wing dance this winter,” 
says Harry W. Trimp, a West End 
dancing teacher. “Everybody, espe- 
cially the children, is eager for it, 
both because of the excellent exer- 
cise it affords, and the ease of mas- 
tering it, despite its apparent diffi 
culty. 

“The negro buck and wing dan- 
, cers go to extremes of violence in 

their performances, which society 
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people do not need xo imitate. It is 
possible to make this dance graceful 
and beautiful; in other words, to re- 
fers it from the uncouthness of the 
stage. That is what dancing masters 
in St. Louls this winter are seeking 
to do. 

“One must have strength before one 
can. be graceful. At least thatis what 
Goethe said about skating. It is 
likewise true-about dancing. The 
buck dance gives a muscular strength 
which will make the step buoyant 
and the carriage graceful, whether 
one knows any other dance or not. 
And after learning these steps, any 
other dance will not be difficult.” 

‘But aside from the buck and wing 
dance, two equal and opposite reac- 
tions in dancing are expected to give 
St. Louis this winter the golden mean 
- between the boisterous barn dance 
and the monotony of the plain two- 
step and waltz. 
~ On the one hand, public disappro- 
bation of the high-kicking, skirt- 
‘swirling strenuosity of the barn dance 
has compelled its reform into its 
_ @riginal, the gay and graceful schot- 
 tith. The “neck clutch,” tn which 

* he partners used to imitate ihe 

tenacity of drowning persons, 
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and the breathless “bear hug” have 
been branded taboo. 

In five out of six of the new dances 
adopted this year by the International/ 
and National Associations of Dancing 
Masters, the “open position,” in 
which the partners merely Clasp 
hands, has been substituted for the 
clinging “waltz position,” in which 
they closely embraced. f 

On the other hand, it was feared 
that an abrupt change from the pulse- 
stirring measures ‘which were the 
rage last season, to the extreme of 
decorum and staidness, might prove 
stale and flat. Therefore an attempt 
is being made to obtain interesting 
variety by reviving the polka, a 
sprightly substitute for the two-step, 
and the Yorke, a lively old dance in 
waltz time. These have been rein- 
forced by tke introduction of about 
thirty pretty and absorbing new com- 
binations of the familiar steps. 

FOR BEAUTY AND GRACE 

This compromise, which aims. at 
beauty and grace in lieu of unsightly 
vigo:, but still without sacrificing 
the thrills of vivacious motion, was 
forced by denunciations of the barn 
dance from the pulpit and by the 
captains of Mississippi River boats, 
who apprehended that the trampling 
race of its measures might shiver the 
timbers of their craft. Dancing mas- 
ters themselves, unwilling to see theif 
art degraded by a fad into the hop- 
skip-and-jump exercise of a gymna- 
sium, gladly co-operated in the re- 
form. 

The only survival of last year’s 
dancing fashions which is likely to 
reach §8t. Louis this year is. the 
“Merry Widow” waltz, which is just 
now in vogue in Pittsburg and New 
York. It is danced in the style made 
popular on the stage, in which the 
man grasps the back of his partner’s 
neck with one hand while she, with 
both arms extended to full length on 
either side, spins around like a 
whirling dervish. 

The partners stand facing each 


other, the woman’s head, supported 
by the man’s hand, is thrown up- 
wards, and her eyes gaze dreamily 
at the ceiling. To the alluring ‘“Mer- 
ry Widow” music, they promenade, 
she backwards and he forwards, for 
eight slow, langorous steps, and 
then whirl madly through eight 
measures of waltz time. 

The woman's arms sweep through 
a wide circle with every turn, and 
woe betide the luckless mgrtal who 
blunders within their range! Unless 
he is a clever ducker, violent smacks 
in the face may be his lot. It has 
been suggested that for this dance 
the men should be protected with 
catcher’s masks and the women pro- 
vided with soft, padded boxing gloves, 
in order to prevent casualities. 

One of the most popular new dances 
this winter in St. Louis, dtcord'ng 
to some teachers, will be the Floro- 
dora two-step. Its measures are de- 
scribed as follows by Harry Ww. 
Trimp, a dancing master in the West 
End, St. Louis: 

“The position is open, the man’s 
right hand clasping the left hand 
of the woman. They-stand side by 
side, facing the same way. On the 
first beat of the music, the left -toe 
is advanced and lightly tapped upon 
the floor; on the saaend it is retract-

ed and tapped behind the right foot. 
On the next tWo counts the partners 
two-step forward. The movement is 
repeated, beginning with the right 
foot instead ofsthe left, during three 
more measures, Then the waltz po- 
sition is assumed for eight measures 
of the two-step. 

The new Fascination waltz is de- 
clared not to belie its name, and 
seems certain to achieve great pop- 
ularity in social circles. *Unlike mos’ 
waltzes, it too is begun in the open 
position, the partners facing each 
other, the woman’s right hand in the 
man’s right. The steps given are for 
him, hers being the counterpart: 


HOW IT IS DONE 


The left foot is advanced and the 
weight of the body permitted to rest 
lightly upon it, for the first beat. On 
the second, the right foot is kicked 
gracefully forward. On count three, 
the body is swayed up and down on 
the left toe. On the first beat of the 
second measure, the right foot is ad- 
vanced and supports the weight of 
the body. On count two the left foot 
is tapped in front of the right, and 
on count three the body is raised on 
the right heel. : 

The partners then reverse for two 
measures, waltz forward for one 
measure, waltz backwards for two 
measures, and then, assuming the 
regular position, waltz for eight meas- 
ures. The movement is repeated ad 
libitum. ' 

The Everglade two-step, because of 
the facility with which it may b- 
learned and its pleasant animation, is 
sure to be a favorite, the dancing 
masters promise. In this dance the 
military position is assumed, the gen- 
tleman’s right arm resting lightly 
about his partner’s waist. 

On the first three beats they walk 
forward, beginning with the left foot. 
On count four the right toe is lightly 


Then come four 
gliding steps. backwards, and _ four 
measures of the two-step. 

The Duquesne dance, adopted and 
recommended by the National Asso- 
ciation of Dancing Masters,.is one of 
the terpsichorean novelties now be- 
ing taught in St. Louis. It is exe- 
cuted in open position, to four-four 
time. 

The Black Feather lancers, a new 
and elaborate square dance, already 

a8 a@ vogue which is considered a 
promising omen for the revival of this 
species of dance. It has three figures, 
the first if two-step time, the sec- 
ond in two-step and waltz tempo and 
the third in two-four time. Eight 
persons participate. | 

In the second figure, after various 
evolutions, the tempo suddenly 
changes from two-four to three-four, 
and all waltz for 16 measures. In the 
third figure there are four prome- 
nades, with each couple leading in 
turn, intersnersed with intervals of 
two-stepping and executing the grand 
circle around. 

A vivacious dance, named the “Big 
Stick” polka by its inventor, F. Leslie 
Clendennen, a dancing teacher in the 
Cabanne district, St. Louis, is be 
lieved to display some of the bound- 
ing activity of Theodore Roosevelt, 
and is now being taught to classes. 
The tempo is, of course, two-four, 
and the position is open, the partners 
standing side by side and facing in 
the direction of the dance, their right 
hands “joined on the woman's right 
shoulder and their left hands clasped 
and raised in front. 

The Arcade schottish is a new and 
more artistic form of the barn dance, 
which took its name from “Dancing 


toe dance, old-fashioned 


in the Barn,” a musical production tq 
which the military schottish is said te 
have been danced 20 years ago. The 
waltz position is used, and the dan- 
cers stand with their sides to the 
direction of the dance. 

Then the “barn dance turn,” con: 
sisting of a number of hops, is per: 
formed at the conclusion, as gently 
as possible, and the dancers are ready 
to start Over again. 

While dances in St. Louis seem tc 
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be caiming down from their violence 
of last season, in the East strenu- 
ousness is still the furore. In Pitts- 
burg the Espanita, a Spanish dance, 
is running the “Merry Widow” waltz 
a close second in popular favor. It 
is a combination of the high kick, 
ice sliding 
and the waltz. Despite its intricacy, 
the dance is said to be a pretty one, 
but none but graceful dancers may 


attempi it without disaster. 

The step starts with a balance for- 
ward on the right foot while a kick is 
executed with the left. The weight 
is shifted to the left foot as it strikes 
the floor and a balance follows with 
the right leg crooked back of the left 
one like a figure “4.” With the left 
foot extended and the toe barely 
touching the floor, two backward 
glides follow, and if the dancers are 
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still on their feet they may waltz aur- 
ing the next eight measures of the 
music. 

The backward glide gives excellent 
opportunities for the couples to step 
on each other’s feet, and gowns are 
likely to suffer uniess they are held 
high out of danger, a feat almost im- 
possible during the dance. 

“Pittsburgers are in love, with 
strenuous dances,” says T Mc- 
Dougall, a dancing teacher in the 
Smoky City. “Time was when they 
favored the old-fashioned pivot waltz, 
which called for little exertion. But 
now local dancers seem eager to per- 
spire. 


“The vigorous dances are all the 
go, and I might add that the new 
dances will revive the real waltz, 
which is now almost forgotten. The 
‘Merry Widow’ waltz will do more to- 
wards re-establishing the old waltz 
than any other dance.” 

“The three-step is a. new dance 
which will appeal to those fond of 
graceful and beautiful movements,” 
says Jacob Mahler, a fashionable dan- 
cing master. “It will certainly be a 
relief in St. Louis society tuis winter 
from the Rooseveltian strenuosity of 
the barn uance, so much in vogue last 
season. ,

Latest Discoveries in Tree Surgeon’s Art 


hind the cement, causing the decay to built out into the original outline of 


UST as fhe decay of: teeth is ar- 
rested by the stopping and fill- 
ing process, so are trees which 

seem to have reached the limit of 
their existence given a new lease of 
life by the arboriculture dentist. 
Moreover, the profession of tree sur- 
geon is becoming quite as important 
as that of the man who operates on 
the troublesome molar. Hundreds of 
trees damaged by storms and decay, 
which might otherwise have been cut 
down, are saved and improved every 
year by the tree surgeon. a 
There are several branches to his 
work,- notably trimming, chaining, 
scraping, spraying, fertilizing and ce- 


ment packing. The latter branch of 
the work is by far the largest and 
most important. 

The idea of filling up with cement 
the cavities in trees caused by decay 
is by no means a new one. Hitherto, 
however, it has been done in such a 
manner as to aggravate rather than 
remedy the disease. The cavity was 
merely filled up with cement, no at- 
tention being paid to drainage or the 
subsequent healing of the wound. The 
consequence was that, more often 
than not, the cement did not stick to 
the wood, and, the swaying of the tree 
enlarging the crack between the wood 
and the filling, water penetrated be- 
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continue even more rapidly than be- 
fore. 

Of late, however, rapid strides have 
been made in the art of tree surgery. 
After the decay has been removed 
from the interior of the rotting trunk 
a steel brace is inserted and bolted in 
place. This gives the tree that ata- 
bility which it had lost through the 
decay. Little channels are then cut 
just inside the cavity and opening out 
to the ground below. These form the 
drainage, and after the cavity has 
been wired so that the cement may 
have a firmer grip, the latter, after 
being made as moist as possible, is

the tree. The bark, which is cut back 
for an inch or two to prevent bruis- 
ing while the work is in progress, 
eventually covers the filled-in-wound, 
the tree thus regaining its normal ap- 
pearance, 

Even when fully half of the trunk 
of a tree may have been 
by lightning, for instance, it is possti- 
ble for the tree surgeon to repair the 
damage and save the tree, while a 
special part of his work consists in 
remedying defective forks.

ena Are Faked 


HOSE uncanny feats, imputed t» 
oe occult - agencies, which hav» 
lately exercised the househoid 
of Jordan -W. Lambert, a rich St. 
Louisan, and excited the interest of 
the American and London societies of 
psychical research, are now pro- 
nounced by professional conjurers to 
be easily within the compass of the 
simplest and most hackneyed leger- 
demain. 

The exploits of Will Hannegan, the 
Lamberts’ now famous medium and 
trained nurse, include table-turning, 
slate-writing, the production of roses 
by “spirits” and the manifestation 
of astral bodies; performances in 
hocus-pocus which jugglers nowadays 
duplicate with facility. 

Hannegan, a rosy-faced youth, who 
refuses to exhibit his powers save in 
the friendly seclusion of the Lambert 
home or in the presence of stran- 
gers, declares he is actuated by the 
ghost of Joe Wentworth, “an English 
artist, who turned pirate three centu- 
ries ago and was slain in Cuba.” 


CONDITIONS WERE FAVORABLE 


Mrs. Helen Lambert, wife of Mr. 
Lambert, has been for many years a 
member of psychical societies, and in 
her investigations has had the active 
‘sympathy of her husband. Hannegan., 
therefore, was favored in his audi- 
ence by that “expectant attention,” 
to whose effects G. H. Lewes, a scien- 
tific investigator of the pretensions of 
spiritualism, attribvted half the mar- 
vels apparently wrought by medi- 
ums. 

In addition, Hannegan fad what, tc 
a conjurer, would have been the in- 
valuable advantage of residence in the 
home which he used as the stage of 
his performances. He had the free 
run of the house, and was frequently 
left alone in it. No professional magi- 
cian could ask greater initial advan- 
tages than these two. 

Hannegan’s powers were first dis- 
covered one stormy night in Mr. Lam- 
bert’s office, according to the latter, 
when, upon the youth’s placing his 
hand on a table, it recoiled from him 
without his consciously exerting any 
muscular pressure. Soon afterwards, 
he was present at a meeting when a 
number of persons sitting about a 
table were trying to get tests of 
writing. Their invocations proving fu- 
tile, he left the circle and sat in a 
corner. Suddenly the table seemed to 
leave its place, and dragging the 
ot with it, moved up to him, 
Ww he to write, auto- 
m lared, on the slate 
Ww bore. 
ena so astounded his 
employers that they considered them 
worthy of being embodied in a report 
to Prof. James H. Hyslop; secretary 
of the American es of Psychical 
Research. 

“TABLE TRICK” EXPLAINED. 

But table turning, leaving out the 
explanation of imposture, has been 
thoroughly accounted for by a small 
instrument devised by Faraday, the 
prince of modern science. He ex- 
plains the “miracle” on ~ natural 
grounds as follows: 

“A number of persons seat them- 
selves round a table and place their 
hands upon it, with the preconceived 
idea that the table wil!!l turn: and 
Ger some time, during which the 
movement has attentively been waited 
for, the rotation begins. 

“Not infrequently all rise, feeling 
themselves obliged (as they assert) to 
follow the table, and, from a walk, 
-—eir pace may be accelerated to a 
rcfi. And since this. happens, not 
merely without consciousness on the 
part of the performers that they 
are exercising any force of their own, 
but for the most part under the full 
conviction that they do not, it is not 
unnatural that they should conclude 
that some other force than their own 
muscular action must have put it in 
motion.” 

Faraday then described his simple 
“indicator,” which consists of two 
small pieces board, two pencils, 
two rubber bands, two pins and a 
slender index rod. 

“The apparatus is so constructed,” 
he continues, “that when the hands 
are placed upon it instead of upon 
the table, any lateral pressure exert- 
ed by them causes the upper board to 
roll upon the lower one: and the

charlatans who thus secured his vast fortune, it is claimed there is 
no knowing what evil influences they might not thereby set at work. 


“By this simple test, anyone may 
sutisfy himself experimentally that 
the table never moves unless the in- 
dex of the indicator shows that lateral 
muscular pressure is being exerted in 
the direction of {ts movement; and 
conversely, that when such lateral 

ressure, as shown by the indicator, is 

ing adequately exerted, the table 
moves round. We have, in conse- 
quence, a right to assert that until a 
table shall be found to move without 
lateral pressure of the hands laid 
upon it, as would be shown by the 
fixity of the index, there is no evi- 
dence whatever of the exertion of any 
other force than the muscular action 
of the operators.” 


WITHOST “CONSCIOUS SFFORT” 


The fact that they are unconscious 
of exerting any such pressure is im- 
material, according to Faraday. “The 
physiologist,” he says, “knows that 
every human being is constantly put- 
ting forth a vast amount of muscular 
energy of which he is unconscious, 
and the absence of any conscious ex- 
ertion afforus no proof that it 18 not 
being put forth. It is further well 
known that involuntary muscular 
centractions are often far more pow- 
erful than any which the will can ex- 
cite.”’ 

It is regarded as almost certain, 
therefore, that Hannegan, in placing 
his hand on the table in Mr. Lam- 
bert’s office, unconsciously exerted 
enough pressure to repel it from him; 
and that when the other table seemed 
to drag itself and a dozen persons to- 
ward him, it was really propelled by 
themselves, though they did not 
know it. Unconscious cerebration, 
based on Mr. Lambert's report of the 
medium’s adventure with the office 
table, may account for the simul- 
taneous impulse by whietr all pushed 
the table in Hannegan’s 

Another feat which 

Mr. Lambert was the sud- 
den appearance of two dazzling white 


roses in a vase on his table, when 
Hannegan conjured his spiritual guide 
for a message from the dead wife of 
a friend, R. H. Dreyer of San Diego, 
Cal. The material fact in this ex- 
ploit, according to jugglers, was that 
the room was reduced to complete 
darkness before and during the pro- 
duction of the roses. 
FAVORED BY DARKNESS 

With darkness in their favor and 
residence in the house such as Hanne- 
gan enjoyed, there are few third-rate 
jugglers who would not undertake to 
produce by sleight-of-hand not only 
@ vase of flowers, but a flock of doves, 
a brace of rabbits and several dozen 
yards of bunting. 

According t> Mrs. Lambert, the 
ghostly roses did not wither for sev- 
eral days; a fact which a pineh of 
salt in the water they were placed in 
would account for. The truth is sig- 
nificant that the giftsfrom the spirit 
world did, just like terrestial roses, 
succumb to the material processes of 
decay. | 

One florist to whom Mrs. Lambert 
displayed the roses said he “had 
never looked upon their like before.” 
But he was only one florist. The Lam- 
berta are positive there were no roses 
in the house before the “miracle” oc- 
curred; just so positive have many 
people been that their pockets were 
empty just a moment before a con- 
jurer drew from them enough dry 
goods to stock a counter. 

The production of astral bodies and 
ghosts has become so hac'neyed that 
professional jugglers today hesitate 
to “materialize” them for fear of 
boring their audiences. These feats 
were perfected in the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and have been the common prop- 
erty of all tyros in hocus-pocus since. 

Mrs. Lambert relates that one 
night, after she bad heard Hannegan 


y lock the door of his room, she after- 


wards heard it violently unlocked. 
Arising to {nvestigate, she pcpantn the 


door and ‘beheld Hannegan’s astra) 
body hovering above his bed in & 
haze of bluish light.” On her en- 
trance the phantom visitor disap- 
peared, and when she struck a light, 
Hannegan was — disclosed 
asleep in his bed. 

In several bcoks on magic instruc- 
tions are given as to the means of 
producing this identical delusion. 

“Take a dark bed cover which wil 
be invisible at night,” says one, “and 
on it sketch with luminous paint the 
‘ghost’ which it is desired to material- 
ize. Suspend it over the bed in such 
wise that at a touch it will fall to its 
place on the other bed coverings, with 
the painted side down. 

“To attract the audience before 
whoin it is proposed to display the 
‘ghost,’ make a considerable noise, 
such as vigorously turning the key 
in its lock. This racket may after- 
wards be attributed to the ‘ghost’ 
with safety, as few persons predis- 
posed to see a specter will pause to 
inquire by what means an immaterial 
ema could rattle a material door 
atch. 


AS A MUSICAL PRODIGY 


“Anyone entering the room in the 
dark will see only the phosphores- 
cence of the painted figure; before 
the lights are turned on, cause the 
blanket, to fall to the bed, and the 
apparition seems to vanish in the 
most mysterious fashion.’’ 

More elaborate methods of conjur- 
ing up specters utilize stereopticons 
or mirrors with startling effect. 

Another. of Hannegan’s perform- 
ances Was executing on a piano the 
complete score of a grand opera, and 
afterwards transposing it to another 
key. This feat made a prodigidls 
“eV ges on Mrs. Lambert, as she 

s of the opinion that “the medium 
oP had no musical training.” 

Considered merely as an exploit of 
memory, it has been eclipsed by the 
late “Blind Tom,” He could repeat 
any musical composition, however 
long and difficult, if he but once 
heard it. The talented negro had no 
musical training. 

Hannegan performed this feat but 
ofice, and has steadfastly refused to 
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repeat it, according to Mrs. Lambert, 
His fingers “were obsessed,” he af- 
firms, by the ghostly influence of Joe 
Wentworth, whose repertoire seenis 
to consist of but one opera. It is 
also mysterious that Wentworth, by 
ali accounts a painter, should make 
his earthly correspondent a musical 
virtuoso. In consistency, Hannegan 
should busy himself with the palette 
and color tubes instead of the piano 
keys. 

Mr. Lambert says he has been par- 
ticularly mystifed by the rapidity 
with which Hannegan, inspired by 
Wentworth, fills a slate with writing. 
“The fastest operator on the type- 
writer could not surpass him,” says 
the wealthy chemist. 

Yet the achievement could be eas'‘ly 
duplicated by any trickster, with the
